I. Licences issued for newsprint will also be valid for import of waterlinednews¬ 
print provided it contains mechanical wood-pulp amounting to not less than 70% 
of the fibre content and its weight is not less than 5i-52±4% grammes per square 
metre. 

II. A-U. 

III. A.U. applications from publishers and/or printers of newspapers and perio¬ 
dicals for newsprint and art paper should be submitted, in dupticale and complete 
in all respects, through the Registrar of Nevrspapcrs for India, Ministry of Infor¬ 
mation & Broadcasting, Pfeto Delhi. 


IV. Applications for import licences for newsprint should reach the Registrar of 
Newspapers for India, New Delhi, as early as possible but not later than the 16 th 
August, 1968. 


V. The basic enti tleme nt of individual newspapers/periodicals for newsprint and in* 
digenous printing and writing paper, other than Nep* newsprint, will be deter" 
mined by the Registrar of Newspapers for India, New Delhi, on the basis of per¬ 
formance and/or admissibility in terms of the Newsprint Allocation Policy for 
1967-68 [announced vide Public Notice No. 3t>-ITCvPN)/67, dated 6-4-1967] 
phis the increases admissible and allowed therein. The regularity of a news¬ 
paper during 1967 will be taken into consideration for determining its entitlement.

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Notes (i) Standard newsprint licensed from ‘fees resources’ will have to be imported 
by newspapers against contracts entered into with specific suppliers 
in foreign countries by the State Trading Corporation of India Ltd_ 


(2) Users of glazed newsprint will get their enridement of glazed news¬ 
print to the level of their baste entitlement in 1966-67. In other 
words their entitlement in toto including 30 of basic entitlement 
of 1966-67 allowed in Standard newsprint will also be allowed 
ia glazed newsprint. The balance of :heir entitlement will be only 
from standard newsprint. The periodicals who have been getting 
glazed newsprint for cover pages only will receive the same quantity 
of glazed newsprint. 

(3) Newspapers and periodicals with an annual entitlement of 5-00 m/ton s 
or less would be allotted imported newsprint in sheets; the basic en¬ 
titlement of such newspapers and periodicals would no longer include 
additional 10% allowed in the past for conversion of reels into sheets. 
Allotment to all other categories would be made in reels only. 


(4) Nepa newsprint and Printing and Writing Paper in lots of Jess than 10 ■ 00 

m/tons will not normally be allotted. Newspapers and periodicals whose 
total annual entitlement of Nepa newsprint and Printing and Writing 
Paper amounts to less than to- 00 m/tons will be allowed the enure quan¬ 
tity in imported newsprint. In cases where the entitlement of Nepa 
newsprint exceeds 10 muons but the Printing and Writing Paper en¬ 
titlement is less, the Printing and Writing Paper entitlement will also 
be allowed in Nepa newsprint. 

(5) Ail allotments shall be subject to marginal adjustments, as may be ne¬ 
cessary in the opinion of the Registrar of Newspapers. 


(6) Conversion of imported newsprint into ‘duty-free’Printing and Writing 
Paper apd vice-versa is pot permissible,

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VII. With the exception oi newspapers/ periodicals mentioned in the succeeding 
remarks, it will not be possible to meet the demand of newspapers and periodicals 
for additional newsprint and/or indigenous Printing and Writing Paper, 
other than Nepa newsprint, on account ol increase in their periodicity, page 
area, number of pages and circu-lation. However, within the authorised quota 
of newsprint and/or indigenous Printing and Writing Paper for the licensing 
period each newspaper or periodicials will be free to adjust its periodicity, 
page-area, number of pages and circulation to meet its individual requirements. 
The Common Ownership Units will be tree to adjust their authorised quoa as a 
Unit between their various publications.

X (a) Clearance regarding availability of newsprint for new periodicals and newspapers. 
Publishers of new daily newspapers and periodicals should obtain clearance regarding 
availability of newsprint from the Registrar of Newspapers for India, before commenc¬ 
ing publication. Information as per Annexure IV shah be furnished w hile apply¬ 
ing for clearance under the Allocation Policy, 
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( 4 X 0 : New Periodicals : New periodicals will be allowed to develop and build up a 
average circulation opto the maximum limit of 15,000 copies of 16 pages of standard 
size ( 393'75 sq. ecu 2539-69 sq. cms.) of a daily newspaper For the first three 
months, duty paid P rinting and Wri ting Paper w£Q have to be used by them. After 
three months of regular publication, they will be allotted standard imported news 
print in accordance with remarks VI above. 


(b) (») : After three months of purification, the new periodicals shall produce evi¬ 
dence (Chartered Accountant’s Certificates in proforma in Annexure II to this 
Puhlic Notice) to show the average circulation achieved and the average page-area 
and number of pages printed during the first tfiree months. If they attain the tar- 
getted average circulation, on the number of pages and size allowed, they will receive 
newsprint quota for the rest of the licensing period for the number of copies, size 
and average number of pages initially allowed If, however, they do not achieve the 
targetted average circulation and print the average number of pages in the size 
allowed during the three months trial period, they will be allowed newsprint quota 
for the average circulation actually achieved and the average number of pages and 
page-area actualy printed. 


(e) (0 New Daily Newspapers : New daily newspapers will be allowed an initial 
quota to develop and build-up an average circulation upto the maximum limit of 
t,ooo copies of 8 pages of standard size (393-75 sq. in.) per publishing day during 
the first three months after commencement of publication. During these three 
months, imported newsprint will be authorised from S.T.C. stocks only. 


(«X «0 : After three months of publication, the new dailies will be required to produce 
evidence (Chartered Accountant’s Certificates in proforma given in Annexure II 
to this Public Notice) to show the average circulation achieved and the average page 
area and number of pages printed during the first three months. If they attain the 
targetted average circulation, on the number of pages and size allowed, they will 
receive newsprint quota for the rest of the licensing period for the number of copies, 
sis and average number of pages initiall y allowed. If they attain a circulation of 
io^xn copies during first three months, they would, on application, be granted 
addi tion al quota of newsprint on 15,000 copies for the rest of tic licensing period. 
If, however, they do not achieve the targetted average circulation and print the 
average; number of pages in the size allowed during the three months trial period 
they will be allowed newsprint quota on their performance of 3 months far the aver¬ 
age circulation actually achieved and the average number of pages and page-area 
actually printed. 
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(d) The pYKi-mg daily newspaper and periodicals which did not obta in clearance for th c 
use of newsprint or licenc^autfaorisation in 1967-68 will be treated as in para X(e) 
and (J) above, respectively. 

XL No additional newsprint will be made available for newspapers to be sponsored by 
Common Ownership Units. The Common Ownership Units are, however, free to 
bring out newspapers/periodicals from their anthorised quota of the Unit as a whole. 
Common Ownership Unit means a newspaper establishment or concern owning two 
or more news-interest newspapers, including at least one daily, irrespective of the 
cen£re(s) of publication and language/*) of such newspapers, as defined in the Annual 
Report Part I of the Registrar of Newspapers for India. 

The newspapers/periodicals belonging to the Common Ownership Units, who are not 
getting any newsprint, but who consume newsprint from the common newsprint 
pool, in terms of para XII of Public Notice No. 30-ITC(PN)/67, dated 6-4-1967 
shall furnish Chartered Accountant's Certificate for such publications also for the 
period 1967-68 as per Annexure-II. The Common Ownership Units shall also 
furnish a statement showing the newsprint consumed during this period for the 
publications authorised to use newsprint and other publications, separately, as per 
Annexure-VI to this public notice. 

New pub!Nations of Common Ownership Units must obtain clearance for use of news¬ 
print from Common newsprint pool as required under the Newsprint Control Order 
and the Registrar may issue clearance on such terms and conditions as be may con¬ 
sider fit and propet. 

XII. The following categories of newspapers/periodicals shall not participate in the 
allocation of newsprint notwithstanding the feet that they are classified as newspapers 
in one of the categories :— 

(0 Journals published primarily to promote sale of goods or services; 

(a) House Journals,'magazines brought out by individuals/firms/industrial concerns; 
(m) Price-list and catalogues; 

(re) Publications intended for free distribtution; 
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(t>) Fiction; 

(oi) Racing guides; 

(cm) School/CoBege magazines; 

(niii) Teaching journals/Teaching guides. 

XIIL (i): Newspapers and periodicals shall furnish Chartered Accourttants Certificate 
of Gradation, size and pages, for 1967-68 as in the proforma in Annexurr-II to 
this Public Notioe, in eases where circulation exceeds 2,000 copies per publishing 
day. If any newspaper and periodical had not fully utilised the quantity allocated 
in 1967-68 incl udin g the increases in circulation, the unutilised quantity shall be 
adjusted from its entitlement of 1968-69. 

(n) The num ber of copies distributed^ free, unsold returns or any other copies 
printed but neither sold nor distributed free would be taken into) consideration 
for purposes of allotment of newsprint, provided these represent a reasonable per¬ 
centage of the print order but, not exceeding the following limits :—

(w) Periodicity of issue and language of the news paper/periodical and whether 
it has been in regular publication from the 1st January, 1967, to the 31st Dec¬ 
ember, 1967, indicating the actual number of days of publication; 

(p) Average circulation per publishing day during the period April 1961, March 
1962 and April 1967—March 1968, inidcating the paid and free (including 
complementary, voucher, exchange,, bonus, sample and office copies only) 
circulation, separately. Copies representing unsold returns and other copies 
which migh t have been printed, but not actually sold or distributed free as 
complimentary, voucher copies, etc. should not be included in the circulation 
statement but shown separately. 

(«t) Chartered Accountant’s Certificate in the form prescribed in Anoexnre—II 
vide Remarks XIII above. 

(va) Sample copy of an issue bearing the date of 1st April, 1968 or the date nearest 
to it. 

( pm ) Whether the newspaper/periodica] is icgit'cred with the Register cf News¬ 
papers for India, and if so, the Registration Number allotted. 

(is) The total quantity of newsprint (imported and indigenous to be shown separa¬ 
tely) allotted and consumed during April 1967'—March 1968. In case an 
applicant consumed more newsprint and printing and writing paper than 
what had been allotted for the period mentioned above, the source(s) from 
which the additional quantities were procured shall be stated. 

(x) Stocks and expected arrivals (to be shown separately) as in Annexure—V to 
this Public Notice. 

(*0 Details whether a neswpaper/peridoical(s) is—

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XV. Small re wb papers whose entitlement for newsprint isj and who apply for a licence 
for less than 40-00 m/tons per anrmm shall be ex e m pted from payment of import 
licence fee and production of Income-tax Verification Number. Provided that this 
exemption does not cover applicants for art paper quota. 

XVI. If any actual user is not in a position to import newsprint or art paper against 
the licence issued the Actual User may apply for a ‘letter of authority’ in favour of 
the party through whom it is desired to effect import, provided such party holds 
quota certificate^) for newsprint, or are the sole agents of the foreign suppliers. 

XVII. The weight of printing and writing paper (excluding laid marked paper) which 
contains me chanical wood pulp amounting to not less than 70% of the fibre contents 
falling under this serial number should not be less than 51-52-^4% grammes per 
square metre. 

XVm. (a) Licences for art paper for cover pages/and/or inside pages will be issued 
only to those periodicals which had been getting licences for art paper for cover pages 
and/or inside pages in 1967-68. 

(6) No art paper shall be licenced for cover pages of periodicals (printed in newsprint) 
whose average pages per publishing day are less than 50. Such periodicals will, 
on application, be allowed to import glazed newsprint upto 100 grammes per square 
metre. In other cases, art paper will be licensed for cover pages, but grammage 
per square metre will not exceed 100 for periodicals (printed on newsprint) having 
upto 100 page per publishing day and 135 grams, in cases where the number of 
pages exceeds too. A higher grammage may be allowed, on the merits of each case, 
for cover pages of periodicals printed entirely on art paper. The opinion of Regis¬ 
trar of Newspapers in this behalf shall be finaL 

(e) Art paper not exceeding 100 grammes per square metre will be allowed for inside 
pages. 


(d) Entitlement for art paper far cover pages and/or inside pages will be worked out 
on the basis of the number of cover and/or inside pages published on art papei in 
1957 and average circulation during 1961-62. If, however, the certified consum¬ 
ption in 1967-68 ( Char tered Accountants Certificate in the form given in Annexure 
m to this Public Notice to be furnished) or the entitlement calculated on the basis 
of average number of cover and/or inside pages on art paper published in 1967-68 
and average certified circulation during that year (Chartered Accountant’s Certi¬ 
ficate in the form given in Annemre II to this Public Notice to be furnished) is less, 
the quantity allowed shall be based on^sudi^cotLsnmption/entitlemenr. 
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(<) Normally, 50% of the entitlement will be authorised from indigenous art paper and 
the balance 50% will be licensed in imported art paper after imposing a cut of 10%. 

XIX. Licences for art paper will be issued on annual basis, subject to the conditions 
prescribed for annual licences in the Red Book for the year Apri 1 1968- March 1969. 
Licences for glazed and standard newsprint will also be issued on annual basis. These 
Licences will, however, be subject to the condition that they can be utilised upto 
50% and 75% of the quantity and value covered by them upto the 30th September 
and 15th November, 1968, respectively. It will not be necessary for the 
actual users to return licences for glazed and standard newsprint for endorsement in 
respect of utilisation of the balance 50% or 25%, as the case may be. Licences issued 
for standard and glazed ne w spr in t for an annual entitlement upto Rs. 20,000/-, in terms 
of value, can be utilised in one lot at any time within their validity and will not be 
subjected to the condition regarding utilisation of 50% only upto the 30th September, 
1968 or 75% upto the 15th November, 1968.
